Pecans Profitable.

Peraons who eat the ordinary
little hard shell pecan know but
little about the pleasure afforded
in munching the “‘cultivated’” nut

J. C. Maun has just returned
from that section where he in-
stalled a large/mill, and he hand-
ed the editor a few of what is
known in the markets as the pa-
per-shell pecan. They are, in
size, about three times as large
as the natural variety, but the
shell is thin and brittle, and the
kernel full and rich,

The soil in Southern Georgia is
especially adapted to its growth,
A tree twelve years old will pro-
duce one bushel of nuts every
yvear, The nuts weigh 40 Ibs. to
the bushel, and they bring to the
producer 60 cents a pound or
324,00 a bushel. Twenty-six
trecs are planted to the acre;
hence, after a grove is started
an annual intome of $624 an'acre
